sylvania Crusader” as he spoke to

Woman's club and their guests, the 
members of the 
Junior 
W om an’s 
Club.

when 
the 
board recommended th a t the club 
accept the sub-junior group super­ 
vised by Mrs. A. B. Street and Mrs. 
S. E. Crawford, as a departm ent 
of the club. 
As a prelude

speaker Miss Lena Silverman, ta l­ 
ented young mucician of the city, 
entertained with a piano number, 
“The Sixth H ungarian Rhapsody.”

ware river; Gustave Adolphus king 
of Sweden planning this settlem ent 
as a refuge for the oppressed, but 
he did not live to see its accomp­ 
lishm ent, 
although 
his daughter, 
Christina, in 1637 sent two 
ship 
loads of people who settled here. 


The Swedes paid for all land they 
took from the Indians and their re­ 
lationship with the Indians was 
most friendly on account of their 
fair treatm ent of them. 
Mr. Sipe told th a t m any Indians 
were converted to Christianity 
by 
these Swedish settlers, 
who 
were 
instrum ental 
in aiding 
William 
Penn make his famous treaty with 
the Indians in 1682 as 
he 
used 
them as interpreters. The Swedes 
were responsible for the 
religious 
liberty of Pennsylvania and it is 
the only state th at never had a set 
back in this freedom to which Penn 
gave a m ajestic impetus. 
Mr. Sipe scored histories for ig­ 
noring the Swedish 
contribution 
to 
the 
early 
history 
of 
the 
states saying th at the reason 
for 
the spot light being throw n on the 
Puritans and New England states Is 
because most historians have been 
English. 
The G erm an pioneers who fol­ 
lowed the Swedes to Pennsylvania, 
have been cited in history as ig­ 
norant bores, but this was untrue, 
for among these settlers were the 
first printers of the country, and 
these early settlers, in 1686 made 
the first protest against slavery. 
The G erm ans were followed by 
the Scotch Irish and out of Penn­ 
sylvania came the first president of 
the Confederacy, John Hansen, 
a 
»Swede, and John M orten, 
also 
a 
Swede, was one of the signers of 
the Declaration of Independence. 
In concluding Mr. Sipe said, “It 
is tim e to release from the tom b 
of New England's 
prejudice 
this 
true history of Pennsylvania.”

Pennsylvania Pays 
Huge Federal Tax

WASHINGTON, D. C , Jan. 8.— 
W ith 7.8 per cent of the nation’s 
population, Pennsylvania last fiscal 
year contributed 7.98 per cent of the 
total internal revenue collected by 
Uncle Sam, 
according 
to 
figures 
made public today by the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue. 
The bureau listed collections of 
internal revenue in the Keystone 
State as aggregating $183,687,536 in 
the fiscal period ended June 30, last. 
This represented 7.98 per cent of the 
total revenue collected by the Fed­ 
eral Government. Pennsylvania, on 
the other hand, had only 7.8 per 
cent of the nation’s residents. 
Collections of income tax in the 
Keystone State am ounted to $66,- 
461,022, or 8.14 per cent of such col­ 


lections in the country as a whole. 
Collections of miscellaneous taxes in 
Pennsylvania totaled $117,226,514, or 
7.2 per cent of such receipts in the 
nation. 
Pennsylvania paid a larger 
percentage of the nation’s income 
taxes th an all other states save New 
York. 
During the fiscal period the Fed­ 
eral Governm ent collected in Penn­ 
sylvania processing taxes 
for 
the 
purpose of operating 
the 
agricul­ 
tural adjustm ent program 
to 
the 
am ount of $10,305,037. 
This repre­ 
sented 2.77 per cent of such taxes 
collected in the country as a unit. 
Ohio contributed 4.64 per cent of 
all income taxes and 4.86 per cent 
of total internal revenue receipts. 
From W est Virginia came 0.44 per 
cent of income collections and only 
0.34 per cent of total internal rev­ 
enue assessments.

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State Relief Report 
Shows Conditions In 
Lawrence County 


In a statistical and tactual report 
.ade public today, State Director of 
lelicf Eric Biddle shows in com­ 
plete detail the work of the Emer­ 
gency Relief Board during the year 
between September 1933 and August 
1934. Not only is the relief question 
discussed as to its reason’s its op­ 
eration and recommendations for 
the future, but the statistical report 
shows the amounts expended 
in 
each county for the varied forms of 
relief. 
The total amount of money spent 
in Pennsylvania from Federal and 
State funds for the year amounts to 
$108,672,916.70. This was divided as 
follows, Direct relief, which consist­ 
ed of food, shoes and clothing, fuel, 
medical relief, thrift gardens 
and 
others, 73.2 per cent. Work 
relief, 
which consisted of highway work, 
work division, part time jobs for col- 
lcge students, emergency education 
and others, 19.5 per cent. Special 
programs which included transient, 
relief, veteran relief, child health 
committee, and miscellaneous spec­ 
ials, 1.1 per cent. Administrative, in­ 
cluding both state and local adm in­ 
istration, 6.2 per cent. The number 
of industrially unemployed averaged 
909.359 on a monthly average, while 
the average number 
of 
monthly 
eases on relief totalled 323.035. 
Lawrence County 
The charts in the reoort 
show 
Lawrence County to be in the fourth 
class of relief, that containing 15 to 
109 per cent of the population on 
relief. Mercer, Butler and Beaver are 
in the third classes, showing 10 to 
14 9 per cent. Allegheny County is in 
the same class as Lawrence, while 
Venango County is in the fifth class 
having 20 to 24.9 per cent on relief.

Bradford 
and Pike Counties are the banner

June of 1934 which was the peak, 
the average grant per family was 
$28.45 per mqnth. July and August 
of 1934 it dropped 
to

month. 
For this relief work the State of 
Pennsylvania appropriated $77.200,- 
000, by act of Assembly and bond 
issue. The Federal government ap­ 
propriated $121.500,000. 
In September 1932 the relief con­ 
sisted of food. In October 1932. fuel 
was added, in February 1933. shoes 
were added, in March 1933, thrift 
gardens w'crc added, in April 1933 
medical relief was added, in Decem­ 
ber 1933 clothing was added and in 
April 1934 shelter wras added, 
al­ 
though the latter relief was not put 
into effect locally for some months 
after. 
Local Relief Moneys 
The charts show that in Law­ 
rence County there was expended a 
total of $1.036.892.53 for all forms 
of relief from September 1933 to 
August 1934. This covers direct re­ 
lief, work relief, special programs, 
and administration. In direct relief 
a total of $746.119.94 was expended 


divided as follows. Food, $636,437.02; 
Fuel, $47,904.72; Shoes and Clothing, 
$44,080.80; Medical, $13,455.50; Thrift 
Gardens. $4,241.90. 
The Work Relief program in the 
county from September 1933 to Aug­ 
ust 1934, show’s a total of $231,680. 
This is subdivided as follows, Work 
Division $201.404.42; State Highways. 
$16,240.10; 
Emergency 
Education, 
$9,418.33: miscellaneous, $4,617.15. 
Mr. Biddle opens his report with 
some of the background of unem­ 
ployment relief in America and an 
interpretation of Pennsylvania’s un­ 
employment relief problems. In these 
paragraphs he points out that local 
governments have borne a progres­ 
sively smaller share of the 
relief 
burden but points out that unem­ 
ployment in a community also im­ 
pairs the ability of that community 
to carry the load and that the prob­ 
lem is a national one. Several rec­ 
ommendations arc 
made 
one 
of 
them being that pending ihe estab­ 
lishment of a public works program 
any immediate public works pro­ 
gram be designed on the same gen­ 
eral pattern as the old 2WA. It is 
also recommended that all direct 
relief, except medical relief, w’hich 
cannot be budgeted on a limited in­ 
come basis, be paid in cash on the 
basis of an adequate budget allow­ 
ance for the family. It is also recom­ 
mended that further decentraliza­ 
tion of relief administration be en­ 
couraged but that this should be 
done cautiously. The merit plan is 
recommended for the selection and 
tenure of all public relief employes. 
Finally the report takes up al­ 
ready existing relief agencies such 
as Workmen’s 
Compensation, 
old 
age pensions and others and makes 
a number of recommendations. The 
W orkmens Compensation Act 
he 
describes as lagging, compared to 
other states and the act governing 
it should be broadened and improv­ 
ed. He suggests a “system of 
un­ 
employment reserve or insurance,” 
a minimum wage law for women and 
children, old age insurance, health 
insurance, and several other recom­ 
mendations concerning relief to the 
indigent.

An account of the damage done 
by the recent heavy freeze which 
occurred in Florida, is related by 
Mrs. K ate C. Humphrey, 
of 
St. 
Cloud, Fla. a former local resident 
in the following letter to the News: 
Editor, The News, 
New Castle, Pa. 
Dear Sir: 
The town's anniversary celebra­ 
tion, the holidays, and the recent 
heavy freeze have combined to give 
use a busy month. The state is just 
beginning to sit up and gauge the 
damage caused by one night and a 
| day of low temperature and icy 
¡wind, followed by another night, 
still and frosty. It is hardly pos­ 
sible to make anything like an ac­ 
curate estimate of the loss to the 
vegetable fruit growers. In no sec­ 
tion, that I have seen however, has 
the crop been a total loss. 
What the damage 
to the 
fruit 
trees will be, will hardly be known 
until next season. Tangerines su f­ 
fered most and in 
many 
places, 
tangerine trees are almost bare of 
leaves. Many groves show little or 
no effect of the cold and picking 
and shipping 
is being 
resumed. 
Flowers and shrubbery were hard 
hit, but much of the latter are be­ 
ginning to leaf out again. 
From further south comes this 
through the Clewiston News: “The 
Everglades section is busy taking 
it on the chin these 
days. 
The 
freeze did us some damage, but say 
w’hat you please, no section in the 
world can come back quicker or 
more gracefully than 
the 
Ever- 
gades. 
‘‘Instead of calculating what was 
lost on each acre of this, that, or 
the other, most farmers are busy 
figuring just when the crops al­ 
ready replanted will be ready for 
market. With everyone wondering 
about damage to the sugar cane 
the sugar mill continues to grind. A 
new record was made last 
week 
when they ground 4646 
tons 
of 
cane in twenty-four hours. 
The Ft. Meyers News 
reports: 
“Only five cars of citrus 
moved 
to market last week and only ten 
cars of Lee county vegetables wTere 
shipped as farmers turned their at­ 
tention to replanting.” 
The Plant City Enterprise 
tells 
us: “Notwithstanding 
the 
severe 
weather of last week, more straw­ 
berries were shipped out of Plant 
City to and including December 18, 
this year, than moved out in the 
corresponding period last year.
